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Removal or Sir lli9.rlt;s Uarliug. 

Tbe removal of Sir Uburles Darling' 
from the gnvornmont of V.oioriu, 
though it has drawa forih a spontan- 
eoQB manifestation of syuipiitby ou 
the part ot the ooloniets, has met will) 
the general approbation of men of all 
parties and opinions in England. In 
bia ease are to be disoovered none ol 
those excuses and great emergonciub 
which palliated, though they could ijui 
juatify, the oonduot of another Gover- 
nor who had shortly before been re- 
lieved from his duties in Jtimaiou. 
Both Governors were the appointees 
of tbe Liberal Government, and their 
removal before tbe retirement of the 
Ministry who placed thorn in oflSoo, 
was proof that the policy of the Homo 
Government was dictated alone oy 11 
sense of constitutional justice and 
nationul intogriiy. The one Gover- 
nor was sudduiily called opon to aol, 
and to act boldly, in a great emer- 
gency not of his own creaiint; ; in bin 
mode of procedure under tryiii|^ eir" 
cumsluiicos, ho orroi, nnd justly iii» 
currc'd llio displeasure of the Crown. 
The other Governor, beoamo en~ 
tangled in a web entirely of his own 
wearing, and deserves less coni- 
pasMion. Sir Ciiiu-lcH Darling sank tlu' 
dignity of the Queen's rop^e^cnl!uive 
in assuming the position ut a parilNun 
politician, and ondeavoritii^ to enforce 
tbe mandates of the popular bruncli 
of iho Lei^islaturo in ojipusiiion to Ihi.' 
Council, ic is not lo llio purpose 
whether tho Bill passed by tbo As- 
sembly for the uolleotion of Custom- 
Duties was or was not expodieut for 
the ii)lori.8l8 of the Colony. Sir 
Charles is too old und exporioncod u 
Colonial Governor not to know the rela- 
tive constitui ioiial dulios and functionf 
of Exeoutivo and Iic'|ji'otiontaliv'e ; lie 
must have been lully aware ot the dan- 
gerous course ho was steering, when 
be continued to collect Customs Du- 
ties under the Assembly's BiU, alter 
an adverse decision of the Court, al- 
though acting under tbo advice ot his 
OW' law otiicers; and that no lineal 
difficulty, however urgent, could be 
held to justify a total ilisrogai-d of tlio 
controlling power ot one branch ol 
tbo Legielului o over the rovcim .-. On 
learning bia removal trom tbo Gov^ 
ornmeot, Sir Charles ajjpoars to have 
acted also with considerable iudiscrc- 
tioD, if not iinproiii iuty ; ucoording to 
the London Times iio coiuinunicati'il 
tbe despatch of the Secretary of State 
recalling him from the Colony, lo- 
getlier with a Minute wliicli he laid 
beloro tho Colonial Ministry, to his 
assistants and coadjutor* in tbo recent 
transactions — a Minute in which, 
undsr tbe form of a narrative, be 
gives bis own version of the afTair, 
and incidentally his own defence ol 
his conduct.

About three v^eeks iu;o or more, Aclony 
VValleii, a wealthy mill owner of this town, 
iiro.';e early in tho morning witli the alleged 
intention of vi.siliny bin mill und plaulation, 
but suddculy changing bis rouie, 'Oturned to 
the house. Thera he found Jumos Lcucb, (u 
young lawyer who makes Mr Walton's boui^e 
bis home during iba sesaions of Coaci) iu the 
room with hiB wife. Their poaitioos relative 

10 each olbor were suofa aa to exdife auspio- 
lon on tho part of the husband, who ut once 
ordered .Mr l.i'ach nut of tin; linuse and forced 
Ibe e.Nccnlion of his mondato at llio poiut ol 
u revolver ; aller whieli, he callod for iho 
oairiuL'e, and pullint; nimlaiu iu, sent her to 
hei moiher. Noiliing furllicr of inlorcsl 
UMnxjiiriMl in ihe case, except ibiit a bill ol 
ilivorci! wu» tiled by Mr Walton, until lust 
Saturday, when Leaob again redo into town. 
.Vfkr strolling about tbe villago for some 
lirnu, he met Anderson Walton, a son of 
Aniony by a first wife. Anderson reproach- 
ed l^eaoli ut once witU the Bcondal, which 
f.each denied with great emphasis; wberoupon 
Aiidi tson shook his Qsl in his lace and ex- 
oUiimed, " You — lying —, you did, for pa 
""aw you."ui Ihe same time putting bis hand 
U ider his coal. 

"So you will shoot me, will you !" yellep 
Leach, and d-awiii;; liis si.v-sbooler, he fiied, 
und young Walton ftll pierced through the 
lungs, the lilood gushing Irom his month und 
nostrils, dust llion, Mr Walton, lliu elder, 
rushed up und fued three shots from his 
pistol direeliy al Li'iich. but missed bim eotirc- 
ly, sliub'd.y woiiiiiliiig Oapt. A T. Mosely 
and a i!i';^ro ()ir.;e nioro I.,eaeh fired, and 
Ihe ehler Walton lay a corpse. 'I'lio ball 
(iiitorid just above bis heart, severing tho 
main arteries and eausin;:; instant death. 

Anderson linf,'eieil until .Monday aflernoon, 
alxiiu 2 o'elook, when, as lliey were closing 
ihi'mave over all that was mortal ol his 
f.itlier, his soul joined him in tho spirit 
world, liul Ihe lule of death dc.es nol end 
here. R«». H. C. Leach, a highly respected 
PresbyieriuD minister, dicdeuon after hearing 
of the bloody drama in which his eon liud 
aeieil Fo prominent a part; possibly in 
eoiim queuce. iliuugb as to this no uue can do
